CHARITIES CASHING 
IN ON “RALPH’S” 
BONUS BUCKS 


Look out, United Way: there’s a 
new kid on the block called Ralph- 
bucks.com. The brainchild of Lee 
and Lisa Helton, Ralphbucks.com 
offers coffee mugs and t-shirts 
emblazoned with a crown-bedecked 
Premier Ralph Klein tossing green- 
backs into the wind. 

“A big part of it is donating [the 
rebates]. That’s how the idea got 
started. Talking back and forth with 
wife and daughter... I sketched up a 
little drawing of Ralph coming out 
of $400 bill, and it all branched of 
from that little thought,” Lee said. 


The site will donate 10 per cent of 
all sales to charity organizations, and 
provides links to a growing list of 
charities for direct donations. 

“We started the site on the 
December 29...Word has gotten out. 
We had 23,000 hits from the 29th to 
Tuesday, January 3. The next day, 
we had 14,000 hits, the 17,000 on 
Thursday, and another 20,000 hits 
on Friday,” he said. “It seems like 
this is taking over our life.” 

The Brag Creek entrepreneur runs 
a small IT consulting firm as his day 
job, but has sunk a huge amount of 
time into Ralphbucks since it’s 
launch. Helton has received many e- 
mails from individuals who say he’s 
crazy for expecting Albertans to 
donate their entire $400 bonus on 
charity, but he says that was never 
the goal. 

“$1.3 to 1.4 billion is the total 
going out, if you have everyone 
donating $10-20 that’s a total of $32- 
64 million to charity. That's a fair 
amount. If everybody did it, that’s a 
lot of money to charity that could do

a lot of good,” Helton explained. 

In addition to the charity links, 
and Ralph-oriented merchandise, 
the site also contains answers to fre- 
quently-asked-questions about 
when the cheques will come, and 
how to get one. Helton is also run- 
ning a contest that offers to double 
the rebate. The best donation story 
submitted will take the prize. 

Letters to the site indicate non- 
profit groups could enjoy a good 
year. 
“About half of the e-mails have 
been “I’m going to spend ‘em” and 
about half will donate some. About 
five per cent have donated the whole 
thing,” Helton said. “Some have 
already donated the whole amount, 
while they wait for the cheque, so 
they can get their tax receipt for ‘05.” 

Helton is trying to get his t-shirts 
into department stores before the 
rebate fever subsides, in order to 
boost the bonus for charities. He is 
working on deals with the Bay, 
Zellers, Fields, and Wal-Mart.

REWIND 
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Thursday, January 5—Christian Demagogue 
Pat Robertson show further signs religious 
dementia on his popular television show, The 
500 Club, by drawing a link between a stroke 
suffered by Prime Minister Ariel Sharon, and 
Sharon’s moves to return occupied land to the 
Palestinians.

Sunday, January 8—Citizens of the vast 
online community called MySpace revolt en 
masse after discovering Rupert Murdoch’s 
News Corporation is censoring communica- 
tions about competitors, the Independent on 
Sunday reports. Mentions of, and links to 
MySpace rivals, like YouTube, on MySpace- 
hosted boards were automatically deleted 

The 600-member protest in the enormous 
online community, and the publicity which 
accompanied it, caused News Corporation to 
relent. The “offending” posts have since been 
restored, along with any deleted him! links to 
the competitor sites. Murdoch's News Corpo- 
ration is one of the world’s largest media con- 
glomerates. News Corporation owns Fox 
News, the New York Post, the Times of Lon- 
don and over 170 other publications. News 
Corporation has also been steadily acquiring 
online media sites in the past year. Besides 
MySpace, gaming and technology site IGN, 
and movie review site Rotten Tomatoes have 
also been taken over by the corporation. 


Monday, January 9—incumbent Edmonton- 
Strathcona Conservative candidate Rahim Jaf- 
fer pulls a no-show at a public forum held at 
Knox Metropolitan Church. Marijuana Party 
candidate Dave Dowling also failed to take 
part in the forum. A spokesman for Jaffer’s 
campaign said they had received the request 
to attend well in advance, but said Jaffer 
would be too busy with other forums to aitend 
the Knox Metropolitan event. Jaffer won the 
riding in the last election by about 5,000 bal- 
lots and 39.4 per cent of the vote. Liberal 
Candidate Debby Carlson won 29 per cent of 
the vote; NDP candidate Malcolm Azania 
won 23.8 per cent support; Green candidate 
Cameron Wakefield took 6.5 per cent. 

Seven candidates are vying for the riding, 
representing the Marijuana Party, the Progres- 
sive Canadian Party, the Marxist-Leninist 
Party, the Green Party, the New Democratic 
Party, and the Conservatives.

Developing their differences 


Suburban residents duke it out with council and 
developers for open spaces, peace, and quiet 


THE MEETING STARTED POLITELY 
Architectural drawings provided an 
orderly backdrop for the city coun- 
cilors, planners, and the developer 
assembled to hear the community's 
concerns. But the 100-plus residents 
of the Meadows crammed into the 
Millwoods police station boardroom 
the evening of January 4 were rest- 
less, anxious to find out how the 
developers of a 50-acre commercial 
site would address their concerns 
about traffic flow, noise, and proper- 
ty values. 

Soon the Meadows would see a 
Superstore (spring 2007), a Home 
Depot (late 2006), and yes, con- 
firmed Rio-Can Developer's stand- 
in, Simon O'Byrne of Stantec Corp., 
Wal-Mart could become a third 
major tenant. And no, Rio-Can did 
not have any additional sound barn- 
ers planned for homes to the south 
of the commercial centre at the inter- 
section of 17 Street and 38 Avenue. 

Residents became heated as they 
were told, by their city councillors, 
Terry Cavanagh and Dave Thiele, 
that it was up to them to deal with 
the developers. O'Byrne and Thiele 
repeated the mantra: anyone who 
moved into the area should not be 

surprised at this development—it's 
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been zoned commercial since 1982. 
The deal was sealed long ago; city 
council had done its piece. 

The sharply-toned, and some- 
times shouted rebukes came quickly, 
the protests overlapping each other 
and rattling the panel out of their 
tired slouches, 

“No, that’s YOUR job,” one resi- 
dent shouted 

“What did we elect you for?” 
another followed 

Disbelief floated on a layer of low, 
cynical laughter. Those who didn’t 
feel like speaking shook their heads 
in frustration 

“Dave, what other neighbour- 
hoods have fought a Superstore 
opening in their backyard?” prod- 
ded another. 

The last question received no 
response, but for any longtime Mill- 
woods resident it pointed to an obvi- 
ous irony: Thiele had famously led a 
successful 1998 battle to block the 
opening of a Superstore in his own 
backyard, on the corner of 23 Ave 
and 34 Street. And, just months later, 
the councilor vowed to set up a 
“planning advocate” with the devel- 
opment experience, concern for the 
community, and official clout to off- 
set powerful developers and their

A FORGOTTEN PROMISE? 

In 1999, a year after Thiele’s 
promise to give residents a larger 
voice in development planning and 
approval processes, Meadows 
homeowner and organizer of the 
recent community forum, Margaret 
Barry, began her own campaign 
against the big box stores. é 

A large part of the commercial lot 
now in question, had not, in fact, 
been zoned for commercial develop- 
ment since 1982, as the councillors, 
planners, and developer argued at 
the meeting. Nearly half of it was 
taken up by a 20-acre belt of agricul- 
ture-zoned land filled with trees and 
wetland area providing a buffer 
between residences and a 30-acre 


mercial property to expand to 50 
acres. Just outside Barry's window, a 
little more than 30 feet beyond her 
backyard, the serenity of mature 
trees and wildlife would be broken 
by a transit centre, big-box stores, a 
massive, lighted parking lot, and all 
the traffic that flows into a retail 
power centre. 

Much to Barry’s surprise, her 
neighbours across the street didn’t 
receive the notice because their 
homes were just outside the 60 
metre zone in which it is required. 
Unable to accept the lack of consul- 
tation, she organized a petition to 
block the zoning change, and quick- 
ly gained 800 signatures—represent- 
ing more than half of all homeown- 

































ers in the community, she says— 
protesting Dundee’s move. They 
suggested the city instead change 
the zoning of the light-industrial 
area proposed just across 17th Street, 
an area bisected by an active rail line, 
instead. The suggestion fell on deaf 


ears. 

“We were told that it couldn't be 
changed because of the Area Struc- 
ture Plan. We had to live with it. But 
the developer.later made an applic 
tion to have the zoning changed, and 
city council approved it.

In an attempt to address some 
neighbourhood concerns, council 
made a one-metre-tall berm and a 
1.83-metre-high fence between the 
commercial and residential areas a 
condition of the zoning change.

“We lost that battle,” she said.

Edmonton prides itself on 
its river valley, but what's happen- 
ing in the suburbs is they seem to be 
squeezing in as much as they can in 
the limited space.”

Asa team, Barry hopes, their collec- 
tive wisdom can even the odds. 

As for her agenda: “There's two 
things I want improved. One is the 
notice. Only people within 60 metres 
of the development got notice of the 
plans, so hundreds of people don’t 
know what's going on,” said Barry. 

There she has already scored a 
victory—Thiele said Monday that he 
plans to introduce a motion or notice 
of motion at council to ensure that 
there is greater community notifica- 
tion for larger projects. Her other 
lobby item might be a taller order. 

“The second is my ongoing con- 
cern about how city planning and 
development treat the environment. 

“We all have urban development, 
but places like North Carolina build 
around their wetlands. They protect 
mature tree stands. Here, we just 
level whatever is in our way.”

THE SECOND LAST EDITION OF OUR 
election series asks the candidates in 
Edmonton-Sherwood Park how 
they will commit themselves to the 
cause of a highly educated society. 
This week our questioner is Toks 
Bakinson, president of the Universi- 
ty of Alberta’s Graduate Student 
Association. Bakinson posed this 
question to the candidates: 

“Over the last few years, tuition 
for post-secondary education has 
continuously increased, which has 
discouraged a large number of 
high school graduates from attend- 
ing colleges and universities. Also,

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students have noticed that the 
quality of education in Post-sec- 
ondary institutions has been 
steadily decreasing due to lack of 
professors, oversized classrooms, 
outdated laboratories and equip- 
ment... 

How do you intend to increase 
affordable access to post-secondary 
education so that the expense does 
not place learning beyond the 
reach of lower to middle class 
Canadians? What mechanisms will 
you institute to ensure that provin- 
cial funding for post-secondary 
institutions is increased, efficiently 
allocated and spent appropriately, 
to improve and maintain a higher 
quality of education in Post-sec- 
ondary institutions?” 


Laurie Lang, NDP: 

The reason why I got involved in 
the election was primarily health 
care. Secondary education is a big 
part of that because after all the cut- 
backs and layoffs, we don’t have a 
high enough number of trained per- 
sonnel on the floor to deal with the 
demand. The New Democrat policy 
has been that there should be more 
grants, and that, at the primary and 
secondary levels, education should 
be public. 

If | had my way, universities and 
colleges would not be charging stu- 
dents a fee. If we can train enough 
people for the jobs we need; we

would be fulfilling our mandate. We 
need an educated future generation. 

To the question of how we can 
make sure provincial governments 
do what they’re supposed to do— 
we need to legislate tougher laws. 
There has to be tougher regulations 
for the provinces, and people out 
there to make sure those things are 
enforced. 

I'm talking not only about those 
in scholastic jobs, but labour jobs as 
well, those who need technical train- 
ing from places like NAIT. In the 
area of health care, when they let go 
of all these trained personnel, we 
lost them. We had a trained group 
of people and they were let go. 

We had a supposed short-term 
solution for ourselves, but now we 
have the crunch of not having 














enough trained people, and the 
crunch of the high cost for studies. I 
have two sons who went through it 
and came out with heavy debt 
loads. WE helped them out, but it 
wasn’t easy. We're not rich. 

The NDP know that if you work 
collectively, everyone gains. If you 
work in an elitist way, then only 
those who can afford the opportuni- 
ties get the opportunities. That's 
why I’m in favour of a public educa- 
tion system at every level.

We have committed to assisting stu- 
dents through a new 50/50 Plan, 
under which the government will 
pay for half of an undergraduate 
student's first year tuition, and half 
of a student's graduating year 
tuition.

Housing advocate praises massive budget boost 


EDMONTON WILL WRAP UP ITS 2005 
financial year with a $19 million sur- 
plus, three million of it dedicated to 
a new affordable housing initiative 
The plan has been lauded by hous- 
ing advocates, but comes with a pro- 
viso: a massive affordable housing 
shortage will remain, even if the pro- 
gram achieves its goals. 

Couns. Michael Phair and Karen 
Leibovici brought forward a plan to 
spend $25 million on affordable 
housing over the next five years—$5 












Guess that’s just the Canadian way. 
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line, even after a February 
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million a year—back in July. Council 
has since approved the spending in 
the 2006 budget. 

The initiative, called Cornerstones, 
will plug money into housing initia- 
tives beginning in 2006, with the 
goal of creating 2,500 long-term 
housing units by 2011. Reaching the 
target, will require the city to find 
additional funding from other gov- 
ernment partners. 

But, even if the goal is reached, 
Edmonton's problem will be from 
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solved. the city’s own estimates (dat- 
ing back to 1999) peg the need at 
6,000 units. 

Despite the still-significant fund- 
ing shortages in affordable housing, 
Edmonton Coalition on Housing and 
Homelessness spokesman Jim Gur- 
nett is pleased with the city’s new 
effort. 

“Comerstones is one more step 
that shows the city is the one order of 
government that understands and 
takes seriously the housing problem 
in Edmonton,” he said. 

Monday evening, with the help of 
Norquest College and CJSR radio, 
Gurnett organized a federal election 
forum dedicated specifically to 
affordable housing. He hopes 
Edmonton's council sets an example 
for other politicians to follow. 

“Tf the provincial and federal levels 
of government would behave as sen- 
sibly and creatively as the city has on 
this, we would be doing wonderful- 
ly,” Gurnett said, although he ~ 
acknowledge many obstacles remain. 


THE UPSIDE OF EDMONTON’S 
HOUSING RESPONSE 

Two million city tax dollars have 
been requested for the programs first 
year, with $3 million of additional 
funding to come from the 2005 sur- 
plus. With matching dollars from 
other levels of government, the city 
could potentially raise $25 to 30 mil- 
lion for affordable housing in 2006 
alone, according to Edmonton Hous- 
ing and Services spokesman Darrell 


Kreutzer. 

With a lower estimate of the need 
for affordable housing in the city, the 
Edmonton Housing Trust Fund 
(EHTF) adds some optimism to the 
picture. 

“It’s hard number to pin down. A 
huge part of the housing problem is 
half-hidden, with people staying with 
other families,” said EHTF director 
Rob Martin, who guessed the hous- 
ing need might actually be as low as 
2000 units. 

Last winter, he noted, the city 
didn’t have to open LRT stations as 
emergency shelters. Nonetheless, he 
said the need for more affordable 
housing is undeniable. 

“The city wants to bring on 500 
per year. All we can do is keep mov- 
ing ahead... however you slice it, we 
need hundreds of housing units” 

The new year will also sees the 
launch of an initiative intended to 
improve the quality of existing 
affordable units. A million-dollar 
fund has been established for land- 
lords who need to bring their sec- 
ondary suites (often basement suites) 
up to code. That landlord-friendly 
move—many of the existing units 
are technically i will in turn be 
offset by a decidedly less landlord- 
friendly program to prevent the evic- 
tion of needy tenants.

At the time, Albertans paid 
$1.19/G3 for natural gas to heat their 
homes, and low gas prices provided o 
competitive advantage for Alberta industry 

Once in operation, Alliance Pipeline 
ace the floodgates for Alberta's natur- 
al gas exports, driving the cost of naturcl 

as past $7, $9, $10, $12/G}-s0 high 

at the provincial government has to pay 
citizens a rebate just to offset escalating 
costs. Natural gas exports put Canada 
over its supply peak in 2001, sooner than 
had we conserved this clean, non-renew- 
able resource for Canadian needs. 

Decisions on things like the Alliance 
Pipeline are made “in the Canadian public 
interest” by federal agencies such as the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Agency and the National Energy Board 
But how close to the “public interest” their 
decisions land depends a lot on the 
engagement of Canadians, 

To facilitate all Canadians’ ability to 
engage in this debate, the NEB employs a 
hearings process for community groups 
individuals and others to have their views 
heard. A podcast of this process is online 
at http://tinyurl.com/Phyk4. 

Too often the public interest has a nasty 
habit of becoming invisible when major 
energy decisions are made. 

On January 6th, 2006 the NEB 
received an application from Montana 
Alberta Tie id. (MATL) to construct and 
operate a 230 kilovolt alternating curren! 
international power line that would run 
326 kilometres from Lethbridge to Gres! 
Falls and connect Alberta’s power grid to 
the United States, The line would allow the 
import and export of electricity to and from 
Alberta. 

Whether power goes one way or the 
other would, of course, depend on which 
side of the border had the demand. The 
other side would be pressured to provide 
the supply. Supposing the United States hod 
the greater demand for electricity, Alberto 
would most likely build more coal-fired, 
pollution-emitting, power plants to expo" 
through this transmission line.

The Bul-Gal-Bee meat is marinat- 
ed for around 8 hours in soy sauce, 
ginger, garlic, green onions, rice 
wine, and sesame oil, and then bar- 
bequed. The marinade drips onto 
the fire as it cooks, and the smoke 
flavours the meat, making the ribs 
smell unbelievably good. 

The sesame oil has a rich roasted 
aroma, which mixes with the smell 
of garlic, ginger and green onion to 
make for a scent won't soon forget. 
(You'll still smell like it 6 days later, 
but the taste is worth it.) The meat is 
tender and succulent with pro- 
nounced flavors of sesame, green 
onion and garlic. 

The reasonable bill arrived in the 
blink of an eye (like everything else), 
accompanied by two pieces of yel- 
low gum. Odd, but good. 

If you like deep-fried chicken balls 
in red goo from Edmonton malls, 
my gut tells me you probably won't 
like Bul Go Gi. Similarly, if you want 
a romantic evening, Bul Go Gi isn’t 
the best choice.

7. This Way the Road by Nina Berk- 
hout 

Despite, in principle, agreeing that 
the world needs to read more poet- 
ry, and despite some serious dab- 
bling in the form as a young’un, I 
admit that I typically have trouble 
getting into poetry. Calgarian Nina 
Berkhout’s new collection, a tale of 
love ina museum while a display on 
the Hind is being assembled, 
bucked the trend. It’s accessible yet 
wordy, manages detail and narrative 
movement. 


8. The Return of the Trojan Horse:

pregnant in the kitchen). Read the 
history of Alberta’s quest for priva- 
tized healthcare. With contributors 
from all parts of the province, this is 
a hard volume to ignore. 


9. A Short History of Indians in 
Canada by Thomas King 

It’s kind of cool that Thomas King 
has received sufficient acclaim in 
Canada that he can publish a vol- 
ume like this. A quick read, on 
almost every page A Short History of 
Indians makes the reader gape: in 
one story, senior citizens are the 
hunted that become hunters, literal- 
ly; in another, flying Indians smack 
into skyscrapers in Toronto. Thank 
god he’s not Mexican, otherwise this 
would be slapped with the label 
“magic realism.” Instead: Insane 
political farce. 


10. 13 Ways of Listening to a 
Stranger: The Best Stories of Keath 
Fraser by Keath Fraser 

A sincerely underrated volume 
that collects the best from 25 years of 
Fraser's fiction. There aren't any 
gimnicks, just pure prose, and it’s 
nice.

1. Sandra Birdsell’s new book, Chil- 
dren of the Day, reintroduces charac- 
ters from The Russlander, which was 
nominated for the Giller, Canada’s 
most lucrative literary award, and 
continues to pick through threads of 
Mennonite history, but it is far more 
than a sequel.

This series of autobiographical 
essays is in keeping with one of Sol- 
nit’s favourite topics: how literal 
wandering and being lost relate to 
the mind’s interesting digressions, 
musings about memory, issues of 
uncertainty, trust, loss and discov- 
ery. In her engaging style she

Barbara Godard 
More of an anti-journal, this col- 
lection of daily entries deconstructs 
the conventions of journal writing as 
a traditionally female and personal 
medium, and as a product of direct 
experience.

Athens, and Montreal. 


4. What We All Long For by Dionne 
Brand 

This national bestseller is said to 
be Brand's best novel yet. Set in 
Toronto, it explores the life of Tuyen, 
an aspiring artist who wants nothing 
to do with the hard won comforts of 
her family who arrived in C ‘anada in 
the '70s; instead, she sets up house in 
a run-down apartment on College 
Street. Eventually her family’s past 
catches up with her when her broth- 





er, lost while fleeing Vietnam and 
now a criminal in the Thai under- 
world, arrives in Toronto. 


5, Poet's Talk ed. by Pauline Butling 
and Susan Rudy ‘ 
This is one of the most interesting 
collections of interviews with poets 
talking about their work to ever 
come out of Canada.

Brand, Marie Annharte Baker, Jeff 
Derksen, and Fred Wah. Its contribu-

10. Reading the Riot Act by Michael 
Barnholden 

Through a larger theoretical 
stance that connects riots to issues of

says, surveying the image. It’s a 
charmer and the run, limited to a 
dozen, has almost sold out. 

He regards some of his other 
pieces for the Latitude 53 exhibit, 
most of which have just shown 
across Canada with him when the 
Vertical Struts toured late last year. 

“J feel a lot of what I do is ‘collage 
pieces,’ but only with my own 
work,” he elucidates. “T recycle my 
own imagery all the time, remake 
and reconfigure old stuff and use it 
in new work.” It’s an understand- 
able conservation of effort—his 
process is meticulous: he builds 
items and combines them with pho- 
tography and drawing, and then 
scans everything before manipulat- 
ing the final image. 

There's the cover art for the Verti- 
cal Struts album, with Biesinger and 
bandmate Trevor Anderson both as 
grooms on top of a stylized wedding 
cake. A poster for Shout Out Out 
Out Out has the text made up of 
chubby buses. A conspiracy theory 
chart is so stuffed with jokes it takes 
several minutes to process. 

Then there are the creatures: a 
creepy lamprey with a gaping maw, 
empty gaze, and a text-stuffed body. 
A dumbbell made of similarly 
blank-visioned monsters, a dead- 
eyed cow carved up into cuts of lan- 
guage rather than meat... 

“T don’t think I’ve ever drawn a 
pupil,” Biesinger muses. “I’m build- 
ing a career on vacant eyes.”

He notes the show is actually like 
a pair of shows in one, a retrospec- 
tive of sorts and a more forward- 
looking component.

“Tt was inspired when we were on 
tour, driving through the Canadian 
Shield, and there are all these 
signs—Night Danger’, like moose 
ramming for the next four kilome- 
tres,” he laughs. “And the term 


seems so primitive, like a caveman 
uttering each word. And we had 
this stretch where we saw 22 dead 
deer. ‘Night Danger’ is a sign for 
people, but it’s so much more dan- 
gerous for the animals.

tiny clips of roaring blast furnaces, 
mighty power tools, glistening mus- 
cles, and picturesque showers of 
sparks, director Michael Glawogger 
has recognized that it should actual- 
ly be painfully difficult to watch 
someone carving out pieces of coal 
with nothing more than a stake and 
chisel while lying on his side ina 
hole with an eighteen inch ceiling, 


particularly when, by cinematic con- 


vention, one’s used to seeing first a 
shot of the workers’ descent into the 
mine and then a shot of the, usually 
enormous, pile of coal that the day’s 
work has produced ‘ 
Thus, in his documentary Work- 


ingman's Death, Glawogger relies 
more on uncompromising medium 
long shots, which clearly show both 
the effort and the dangers that most 
manual labor involves, than on 
flashy cinematic devices that turn it 
into an exaggeratedly aesthetic 
process, thereby denying its essential 
nature. The crowning irony of the 
Soviet regime is, perhaps, that its 
propaganda films glorifying the men 
and women who exceeded wildly 
exaggerated production totals in, for 
example, mining and the steel indus- 
try, fail to show more than a glimpse 
of the backbreaking work behind 
every so-called “people's victory.” 





Perhaps the cultural commissars 
understood that his total identifica- 
tion with occupations so menial and 
dirty would do little credit to the 
Stakhanovite laborer. There is, 
admittedly, not only something 
essentially unglamorous but also 
something downright dehumaniz- 
ing about the jobs profiled in 
Glawogger'’s film. 

Yet these men, at work in environ- 
ments that approximate one or 
another of Dante's circles of hell, are 
infinitely human, and most recog- 
nize the compromises they’ve made 
to get to where they are. A reluc- 
tance to sacrifice moral principles 
keeps many in mines, operating 
blast furnaces and carrying heavy 
loads. As one man observes “It is 
much more honorable to work 
than to steal.” 

Whether arduously filling sacks 
with hand picked lumps of coal in

up the fact that Tristan & Isolde 
lacks the one thing crucial to the 
film’s success: chemistry between 
the leads. Franco has been effective 
in the past, particularly in his break- 
out role on Freaks and Geeks and the 
TNT movie where he played James 
Dean, but he simply doesn’t have 
the acting chops to play the larger- 
than-life romantic lead; however 
high his cheekbones may be. It’s not 
that he’s bad; far from it. He just 
never rises far above passable. 

Myles (of Underworld and Thun- 
derbirds fame) looks stunning in her 
various stylized period costumes, 
but few sparks fly in her scenes with 
Franco. Reese Witherspoon and 
Joaquin Phoenix generated much 
more believable heat in Walk the 
Line, and that wasn’t even a 
romance. 

The movie is not without its enter- 
tainment value. There are several 
swordfights, and they are all well- 
choreographed and intense. 
Reynolds thankfully doesn’t shy 
away from showing the brutality 
inherent in fighting to the death over 
love, and these scenes, particularly 
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Myles’s sequence, provide the films 
most exciting moments. 

Bottom line—Tristan & Isolde has a 
lot going for it. The visuals, produc- 
tion and fight scenes are all first-rate, 
and they add up to provide decent 
entertainment. In other hands, this 
age-old tale might have made for 
something really special, but with- 
out a believable and compelling 
romantic element, it falls short of 
being a classic.

that proves our suspicions about the 
crass Canadian moviemaking 
machine that nurtures only those 
aggressive enough to deal, those not 
necessarily the most talented but 
those with thick skins survive and 
succeed.

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bounds beyond Hey, Happy! And 
that first film attracted the interest of 
a real Hollywood cinematographer, 
Edward Lachman who shot films 
like Far From Heaven and Erin Brock- 
ovich. The opening credits show a 
series of archival drawings of first 
contact between Europeans and abo- 
riginals and photos of Native resi- 
dential school students and modern- 
day clashes with First Nations 

youth. A real-life buffalo looks on in 
judgment, breathing frozen air. It’s a 
simple, beautiful, and effective way 
of laying out hundreds of years of 
history, putting the events of the film 
into context in mere minutes. 

Over an excellent hip hop score by 
Albertan artists Rezofficial, the rest 
of the movie follows a teenage boy 
(Kyle Henry, who like most of the 
cast, is a first-time actor) who runs 
away froma rural Manitoba reserva- 
tion after setting a church on fire. 
Arriving in Winnipeg's North End, 
the first thing he encounters is a 
bunny rabbit at the rail yards, but 
that is interrupted by an Asian gang 
member being assaulted and robbed 
of a huge bag of cocaine by members 
of the rival gang, the Indian Posse. 
Soon, the young man becomes a 
“stryker,” a wannabe gangster hang- 
er-on, following Omar (Ryan Black), 
the mixed- race leader of the Asian 
Bomb Squad, or Mama Ceece 
(Deena Fontaine), the tough lesbian 
head of the IP while finding shelter 
with a group of tranny hookers. In 
fact, the only real friendship and 
care he finds is with Daisy (Joseph 
Mesiano), who dreams of better 
places. It’s interesting to note that the 
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most mobile characters (in terms of 
their freedom to walk amongst the 
ABS as well as IP) are in between 
male and female, Asian and Aborigi- 
nal, sane and insane—outside of 
even an outsider’s society. 

The acting is predictably uneven, 
and even an experienced actor like 
Ryan Black has trouble smoothing 
out the sometimes clumsy dialogue 
But where one might expect a TV 
dramatization of the horrors of gang 
life (and there are many incidents of 
violence, drug use, and prostitution) 
Gonick appears to have done 
enough research to also be able to 
show why this life is attractive. That 
gangs are like families is one oft- 
quoted reason, but the film manages 
to actually demonstrate why: in one 
scene, an ABS member shows up at 
a upper middle class house, begging 
his mother (who works as a servant 
there) fora moment to get warm. 
She turns him away—dinner is 
being served, and she doesn’t want 
to get fired— and he is picked up by 
gang members. With the silhouette 
of the rest of the city hazy in the 
background, it’s no wonder that 
these young people form gangs. The 
boy Stryker never utters a word, tak- 
ing it all in and occasionally settling 
scores in his own way: his targets 
aren't random. 

Gonick’s film, then, is provoca- 
tively pro-gang, which is probably 
not the most funder-friendly stance. 
And while the movie is not perfect, 
I'm glad that he’s turned out a slick- 
looking movie that still rages with a 
radical ideology.

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IT’S NO SURPRISE A BLOOD ‘N’ GUTS- 
grinder of a horror film like Hostel 
could top the box office in its open- 
ing weekend because it’s timely as 
hell. In fact, put it in a time capsule, 
‘cause it’s sooo 2005 

Eli Roth’s second movie, follow- 
ing the cult hit Cabin Fever (2002), 
deals with two related fears that 
ring loud in the North American 
mindset right now: foreigners and 
travel abroad. While Spielberg may 
be exploring similar themes is his 
socially conscious drama Munich, 
Roth is taking the low road more 
traveled with a story about young 
men backpacking through Europe. 
Paxton (Jay Hernandez) and Josh 
(Derek Richardson) are two life- 
long all-American buds taking the 
standard party trip through 
Europe before entering the post- 
graduation real world 

They’ve hooked up with Oli 
(Eythor Gudjonsson), a hard-party- 
ing Icelander, and together they’re 
living out their wildest Girls Gone 
Wild fantasies, treating the local 
gals like their own personal cum- 
rags. It's the culture of American 
Pie-style A.S.R. (aggressive social 
retardation) that’s fostered such 
global anti-Americanism, with Oli 
tossed in to remind viewers that it 
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Euro-trashed 


And you thought those time-share vacations were horrific... 


isn’t just Americans, yo! 

The first half of Hostel is one 

tedious wallow, with the lads fuck- 

ing, drinking, screaming, and get- 
ting high well past the point where 
we're to understand that they’re 
pigs. Objective reached, but the 
stripper-boobs and gay jokes just 
keep on coming—to the point of 
being nearly unwatchable. 

The mirror to this is the overdue 
second half where the trio, on the 
advice of a friendly stranger, seeks 
out an off-map hostel in Slovakia 
where beautiful women are just 
waiting to service anyone with a 
foreign accent. They arrive and 
indeed find themselves in the com- 
pany of even hotter and pornier 
women, and more partying ensues. 
But then one of them goes missing. 
It's here that the movie finally 
picks up steam and Roth proves 
himself a skilled storyteller when it 
comes to growing kernels of 
unease into full-blown terror. 

He creates a horrifying spiral 
where steadily everyone, every- 
where, and damn near everything 
becomes deadly. The three little 
pigs are literally led to slaughter in 
a secret chamber of horror, where 
rich foreign guests pay to torture 
travelers to death ina place that 
kind of resembles an abattoir ver- 
sion of a hotel 

Hostels gripping and aesthetical- 
ly ugly and grisly enough to make 
Saw look like a birthday party at 
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McDonald’s. It also speaks vol- 
umes about the rise of horror that a 
film this cruel and visceral is main- 
stream—something you'd never 
have seen five years ago. It’s got 
that same chainsaw subtlety of 
horror movies from 20, 30 years 
ago, but it’s fraught with modern 
anxieties, marred by sex comedy 
stupidity, and steeped in urban 
legend. In the post-Blair Witch Pro- 
ject tradition, Hostel even claims to 
be “inspired by true events,” 
which is pure marketing, as appar- 
ently Roth was shown a website 
that purported to offer murder 
vacations (and if you believe that, 
I'd like to sell you some crystals for 
a time machine). 

Roth, who emulates his hero 
Tarantino—an executive producer 
on Hostel—may have fallen short 
of making a classic horror film 
because he was trying to pull some 
of the same plot tricks as From 
Dusk Till Dawn, the Quentin Taran- 
tino/ Robert Rodriguez crime/ho1 
ror hybrid. Like that film, Hostel 
takes a sharp 90-degree turn at the 
halfway point, it has a serious and a 
zany side, it does a switcheroo with 
the protagonist, and it begins as a 
road movie that ends at a strange, 
harrowing destination. It just doesn’t 
do it nearly as well. Sure, Hostel 
pushes some hot buttons, but the 
nasty sum suffers from some obnox- 
ious parts.

Bandit” is revealed the film has simply run 
out of gas. 

Hoodwinked isn’t exactly the cleverest car- 
toon of its type to come clo the pipe; the 
jokes are telegraphed well in advance or 
instantly fall flat. The few that do work (an 
extended sequence involving the Woods- 
man’s schnitzel truck comes to mind) are 
mildly entertaining, but by and large the 
wink at the audience is just too broad, the 
pop-culture nudge to the ribs (“Get it? Ge 
it2”) too heavy. No doubt pre-teens will find 
Granny's big secret absolutely hilarious, and 
hey—a singing mountain goat with a banjo? 
Comedy genius! For the rest of us, though, 
it's been done before, and it’s been done 
better.

Yes, a 
Dame does appear in a film with fun and a 
few bared breasts (though not her own). 
Director Stephen Frears knows that bit of titil 
lation is enough to get you in the door; he’s 
also Gahienad a love letter to the stiff-upper- 
lip British wartime spirit and a faithful recre- 
ation of the beginnings of British burlesque. If 
Mrs. Henderson reaches a little too high in 
attempting to make an antiwar comment or 
two at the expense of somewhat underwritten 
supporting characters, Frears keeps the pro- 
ceedings engaging enough that you won't 
feel preached fo. 

Dench stars as the real-life Laura Hender- 
son, a 69-year-old widow who declares her- 
self bored with widowhood minutes into her 
husband’s wake. Her friend Lady Conway 
(Thelma Barlow) suggests she needs a 
hobby, but gardening and charitable work 
just won't do for cranky Mrs. Henderson. She 


decides to buy a rundown theater and reluc- 
tantly hires out-of-work impresario Vivian 
Van Damm {Bob Hoskins) to run it. She finds 
Van Damm’s demands for total artistic con- 
trol insufferable, and he is shocked by her 
rude distaste for his cigars and Dutch Jewish 
roots. Despite his barring her from the the- 
atre, the duo find success with their 
Revuedeville series of musical entertainments, 
but when the flattery of imitation threatens to 
drive them out of business, Van Damm is 
even more shocked by her out-of-the-blue 
suggestion: why not spice up the music with 
some nudity, just like the famed Moulin 
Rouge in Paris? 

There is much to admire in Mrs, Hender- 
son Presents. Foremost is Dench’s fun perfor- 
mance as the tile character, a woman who 
starts the English burlesque movement almost 
by accident simply because she will not give 
in to society's expectations of her. In the 
hands of a less experienced player, Mrs. 
Henderson would be a broad comedic strait- 
jacket, but the multitalented Dench finds the 
haeaite in her doting mother hen to the 
iroupe of girls engaged in tastefully lit nude 
tableaux, making sure that Van Damm is 
treating everyone, including his star protégé 
Maureen (Kelly Reilly), with the utmost deco- 
rum. Unfortunately for a woman responsible 





for a change in social mores, Mrs. H is also 
trapped in a prison of First War memories 
and experiences. 

For all its virtues, the film’s luster is some- 
what dimmed by flaws in Martin Sherman's 
script.

Kill Your Television, the company 
best known for lighting a theatrical 
fire under the video-vegetative Gens 
X and Y, launches 2006 auspiciously 
with a thoroughly satisfying produc 
tion of Tennessee Williams's 1944 
classic The Glass Menagerie. Played 
out on Karem Ceintel’s massive set, 
a collage of geometric-shapes domi- 
nating the dingy Wingfield flat, 
KYT’s foray into this slightly per- 
plexing classic is a stunner. 

Centered around the failing for- 
tunes of the Wingfield clan—mother 
Amanda, son Tom, and daughter 
Laura—The Glass Menagerie is a dis- 
torted glimpse into an exotically 
mundane world. Tom, the sole 
provider for his mother and “differ- 
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ent” sister, chafes against his soul- 
killing job at a shoe warehouse 
Amanda seeks to bolster the family’s 
eroded gentility and establish some 
security by first enrolling Laura ina 
business course then marrying her 
off. The introduction of Jim, the Gen- 
tleman Caller, with his commitment 
to the futture—‘T believe the future 
lies in television” —and self-aware 
confidence is a dash of normality for 
Laura and hope for Amanda 

Asa memory play, Menagerie 
monkeys with perspective and 
truth-telling, with the action seen 
through Tom’s eyes. He relates the 
story of his mother and sister look- 
ing back into a dim world where a 
music box, old phonograph records, 
and the echoes of the next-door 
dance hail provide a constant sound- 
track. Music is the most evocative 
element of memory, after all. 

Laura is the fulcrum for much of 
the dramatic tension in the play— 
her oddness ties her mother to 
hearth and home while her memory 
haunts the wandering Tom as he 
journeys through “cities scattered 
like leaves.”

What isn’t typical, says Pirot, is 
that the audience nestled in the con- 
fines of the Azimuth’s ever-cosy Liv- 
ing Room Play House space will be 
sharing the physical experience with 
the characters in the show. 

When the power goes out in the 
story, so do the theatre's lights. Sub- 
sequently, the performance will be 
lit by available lighting sources (i.e., 
candles, flashlights). Then, when the 
heat goes off and the big back doors 





is the temptation to make Tom a tor- 
tured hero, his mother an unrelent- 
ing harpy, and sister Laura a com- 
plete emotional and physical cripple 
However, Kevin Sutley’s beautiful 
production strikes a balance 
between self-effacing heroism and 
deep personal conflict. Instead of 
giving the audience a reverential 
treatment of The Glass Menagerie, 
complete with the specified project- 
ed text and images demanded by the 
playwright, Sutley has focused on 
the heart of the play—the pull 
between past and present, the con- 
flict inherent in leaving home. 

The result is a compassionate pro- 
duction full of humour and heartfelt 
sentiment, the type of sentiment rife 
within many families. Although the 
deeply tragic denoument is stated at 
the beginning of the play, Sutley 
builds a suspenseful arc as his char- 
acters, through their incessant bick- 
ering and emotional exchanges, do 
reach out to each other. The treat- 
ment works—Amanda may bea 
monster, but she’s also presented as 
a desperately caring woman adrift in 
a world alien to her sensibilities. 
Toms outbursts and selfishness are 
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are swung open to a frigid winter 
night... Well, there’s a reason the the- 
atre is using the show as forum to 
collect donations of blankets for 
inner city organizations. If the 
weather does turn, playgoers might 
want to hold off dropping their 
donated blankets until the end of the 
show! 

Utas is happy with how exten- 
sively this world premiere produc- 
tion is using all of the physical reali- 
ties of the theatre, housed in a space 
once occupied by a computer repair 
shop/ warehouse. 

“We've set up the space as if it 
were a real raw rehearsal space, 








balanced by commitment, while 
Laura becomes a softly glowing 
presence, an oasis of gentleness in a 
harsh world, but also a moth strug- 
gling to free herself of physical con- 
straints. It’s true to the play and 
makes for good ambiguous drama. 
Grounding the memories is a 
committed and excellent cast. As 
Amanda, Marianne Copithorne is 
the show’s lynchpin. Her stream of 
recollection, exhortation, bullying, 
and desperation provides a constant 


pulling the blacks off of the wall, 
playing chunks of the play in the 
total darkness and opening the bac} 
doors. We may very well be landing 
ina lap or two before the run is ove: 
You'll be seeing what we see and 
feeling what we feel.” 

According to Pirot, the production 
makes radical use of darkness “as 
lighting tool,” exploiting the close 
confines of the theatre by playing 
with varying levels of illumination 
and making the most of the built-in 
drama offered up by a tiny “island 
of light” offered up by a raw candle 
(as opposed to lighting a candle then 
subtly supplementing it with muted 
overhead lighting). 

Of course, as intimate as the pla, 
will be for the audience, Sabourin 
notes that the fourth wall will 
remain firmly in place, regardless 
the shared deprivation of heat 
and light. 

“One of the things I like about this 
space is the challenge it offers an 
actor to have to be interacting with 
the audience as much as we have to 
do without acknowledging them.” 

The anything-goes attitude has 
also applied to the radical collective 
approach taken to the show’s com- 
position. While not a classic “Farm 
Show” collective creation written on 
the fly during rehearsals, Hansen 
says character-based writing process 
(each performer being responsible 
for specific character and story seg- 
ments as agreed upon during group 
meetings) was still deeply experi- 
mental and comprehensive. 

Utas says the creative team has 
produced enough text for two com- 
plete shows, not being afraid to set 
aside whole chunks of work if the 
group wasn’t happy with the direc- 
tion of the project as a whole. 

“This show has all these very dis- 
tinct voices, but it still all comes 
together so beautifully.”

The Epoxies and you'll think you 
have them pegged. A listen to the 
synth-heavy pop that the band 
pumps out would seal the deal. 

The band may travel with a well- 
stocked bag of random materials 
(most notably duct tape) so that they 
can make new costumes every night, 
but the shtick isn’t necessarily as 
thick as you might think with this 
bunch. According to the band’s 
vocalist and keyboard player, FM 
Static, despite the band’s cryptic 
stage names and laser light show, 
there is a lot more going on than just 
reliving the ‘80s. 

“1 get a little sketched out when 
people use the ‘80s to describe us, 
because I think it’s really not apt,” he 
says. “I think when people think 
that, think Wham and Culture 
Club and A-ha. I think the stuff that 


we are really inspired by and biting 
on is ‘76 to’81. You know—punk 
rock, various proto punk... and post- 
punk stuff.” 

Static would gladly trade in the 
many comparisons his band gets to 
Berlin and Blondie for the more 
appropriate nods to The Rezillos 
and Devo 

But even then, the band’s influ- 
ences can’t be limited. As it turns 
out, The Epoxies are as much a 
product of where they live as any 
other band from Portland. And by 
saying that, it’s not lumping them in 
with all the hometown buzz bands 
that have recently become critical 
darlings. In fact, calling Portland the 
new Montreal—as many have late- 
ly—quickly brings an air of skepti- 
cism to Static’s voice. 

“You can’t always hear it, but I 
think we are really inspired by the 
garage rock scene, everywhere, but 
especially in the Pacific Northwest,” 
he says. Born from the same region 
that spawned Paul Revere and the 
Raiders, The Kingsmen, and The 
Sonics, The Epoxies have the classic 
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song structures and crunchy guitars 
that make those bands so appealing.

something like that,” he says. 

But to get to the heart of The 
Epoxies’ sound, you have to look at 
Portland’s music scene not now, but 
at the turn of the millennium. 

“There was a lot of leather-jacket- 
and cowboy-hat wearing, Pabst Blue 
Ribbon-swilling kind of bands out 
there,” says Static. “It became sort of 








less fun, a little less goofy. So the 
actual conception of our band was to 
do the polar opposite of that. We 
embraced all these things that were 
completely uncool at the time, like 
keyboards. You know strap-on key- 
boards, no less. You could not think 
of a more uncool instrument. The 
whole concept was that everyone 
was going to hate this so much that 
it would be so funny, which honest- 
ly fell on its face because people kind 
of liked it.” 

And it wasn’t just the hometown 
crowd that dug them. The Epoxies 
sold an unheard of 1,700 copies of 
their debut seven-inch in the first 
month of it’s release and subse- 
quently signed to heavyweight punk 
label Fat Wreck Chants tor veces 
length Stop the Future. 

Now with a relentless touring 
schedule to support the glowing 
Teviews, all the band has to worry

So with the 
assistance of an AFA grant, the group created 
their project over the past two years. 

“While pursuing the project 1 had gone 
back and listened to the McClain Family per- 
formance from the ‘80s with the Cincinnati 
SO, and it was a very hokey, very hillbilly 
type of thing,” Burgess states. “But we wanted 
to do something different. With virtuosos like 
Ricky Skaggs, Allison Krauss, and Bela Fleck 
ploving new styles now, if that’s the state of 

Iuegrass today, then that’s what we wanted 
fo portray. Really contemporary, and yet tra- 
ditional at the same time.” 

Maestro Lapalme was also excited about 
the possibilities and helped the band with the 
arrangements. “We couldn't have possibly 
found somebody better than Claude.,” enthus- 
es Burgess. “He was very excited about the 
project from the beginning. For some of the 











evening, we wanted the symphonic writing to 
be around our songs, but for other parts of the 
evening Claude thought about a true fusion in 
thinking, ‘How would bluegrass instruments 
integrate as part of a symphonic orchestra?’ 
and wrote arrangements starting off with us, 
then moving to the symphony, integrating 
both before ending with the band.” 

After performing the program locally, the 
band hopes that they can take it.across West- 
ern Canada and elsewhere.

“YOU GUYS HAVE TICKETS?” 

Under normal circumstances, it’s 
the kind of query you would expect 
at a huge stadium event; where 
scalpers or desperate concert-goers 
needing a seat for a show will spout 
the question until their prayers are 
answered. 

In this case, it was a question the 
Sidetrack staff had to keep asking all 
night as people lined-up at the door, 
hoping to secure a spot at the Reg- 
gae Xplosion evening starring The 
Anglers and Souljah Fyah. 

If you didn’t have a ticket, you 
were out of luck by the time the 
Constellation-Ites had left the 
stage—and if you were to step out 
for a quick smoke of any kind, you 
had to make sure your hand was 
properly stamped for re-entry. 

To say the venue was packed is 
an understatement. Local reggae 
types, urban hippies, and party 
seekers rubbed shoulders with each 
other, bouncing on the dance floor 
to the feverish grooves emanating 
from the stage and reverberating 
through the walls. 

By the time The Anglers took the 
stage, ernotions were already run- 
ning high. As entranced bodies 
bobbed up and down, the room 
became filled with a mass of 
swirling hair and excited hands 
pointing upwards. 

For a band separated by vast dis- 
tances for the better part of the 
year—frontman Scott Cook makes a 
living teaching in Taiwan while 
bassist Darryl Els commutes 
between Alberta’s dusty plains and 
his home in South Africa—they 
delivered an incredibly tight set that 
lit up the Sidetrack. 

Cook’s spot-on reggae vocals had 
a way of latching on to your cere- 
bral cortex, sending universal shiv- 
ers coursing through your spine 
until your feet answered the call. 
Coupled with Els’ pulsating 








acoustic bass lines, Cook’s roots- 
tinged reggae songs spread smiles 
through the crowd,as quickly as the 
common cold (which they both 
probably caught as they performed 
the whole set in true exotic fashion 
barefoot). 

While we probably won't see the 
band in action in these parts until 
next summer, those who were in 
attendance will probably have pip- 
ing hot memories imprinted in their 
minds until the next festival season 

For their part, local heavy-hitters 
Souljah Fyah hadn’t seen the stage 
in over three months, the band tak 
ing a break as they were re-shuf- 
fling their line-up. 

To their numerous devoted fans 
delight, the short hiatus has paid oli 
immensely. Souljah Fyah showed 
up in top form, inspirational leader 
Jayana Ellis setting the room on fire 
with her heartfelt presence and cor 
stant call for positive action. 

Picking up the pace with a single 
shout-out (“Are you 
readyyyyyyy?”), Souljah Fyah dove 
into full-bump mode, sweeping the 
audience off their feet. 

Ellis’ tiny frame practically raised 
from the ground, glowing as her 
wild, dreadlocked'mane spiraled 
around her head, following the 
beat. J 

As the night went on, and sweat 
poured from every pore, Souljah 
Fyah solidified their reputation as 
one of the most dedicated and 
beloved local acts around. 

Their ability to combine superb 
original compositions with leg- 
endary classics (such as Dawn 
Penn's “You Don’t Love Me (No, 
No, No)”) makes them the supreme 
leaders of Edmonton’s reggae scene 

With the party stretching into the 
wee hours of the morning, DJ Mick 
Sleeper’s unique selection of bump 
and-grind tunes kept the demandilt 
crowd satiated until every drop o! 
energy had been squeezed out.

The four childhood friends who 
founded Polka Tulk were bass play- 
er Terence “Geezer” Butler, guitarist_ 
Tony Iommi, vocalist John “Ozzy” 
Osbourne, and drummer Bill Ward. 
Having toured Europe extensively 
as Earth, they found themselves 
searching for anew moniker to 
avoid confusion with another, slight- 
‘ly more successful band with the 
same name. Whether inspired by the 
reactionary author Dennis Wheat- 
ley’s occult fiction, or an obscure Ital- 
ian thriller starring Boris Karloff, by 
1969 Earth had turned into Black 
Sabbath. 


NOTHING TO CROW ABOUT 

Their debut single, released at the 
beginning of 1970, was a cover of 
Crow’s “Evil Woman” and, 
although originally a hit for that 
Minneapolis blues rock-quintet, it 
was far from an immediate success 
for Black Sabbath. The self-titled 
debut album that followed soon 
after fared better, entering the top 

"ten in the UK and spending more 
than a year in the charts in the US, 
where it sold roughly a million 
copies. 

Black Sabbath’s debut managed to 
scare the living daylights out of 
repressed guardians of adolescent 
morals, who, in cahoots with the 
Sensationalist media, attempted to 
whip up a storm in the middle-class 
tea cup about the dangers of expos-

Black Sabbath, Vol. 4 (1972), were also 
solid successes, as sales go. 

After this relentless start to their 
career—between 1969 and 1973 the 
band gave 350 performances and 
recorded four albums—Black Sab- 
bath succumbed to severe writer's 
block as they barricaded themselves 
in Bel Air to produce their fifth 
album. “Killing Yourself to Live” 
was the only new track they’d come 
up with, and the only solution 
turned out to be escaping back to 
Britain and barricading themselves 
in an 18th Century Gothic manor. 


AND ON THE SEVENTH DAY... 

Naturally, the place was haunted. 
Whether this had any influence on 
the band’s creative process or not is 
debatable, but their creativity was 
again unleashed once Tony lommi 
came up with the main motif of 
what would become the title track of 
the new album, “Sabbath Bloody 
Sabbath.” Its feverish, grinding back- 
ing and Ozzy’s light, anxious (and 
verging on insane) vocals made it 
some the heaviest metal recorded. 
The track was released as a single 
accompanied by a promotional film 
clip—what we now casually refer to 
as a “video’—in which the band 
and their Russian greyhound roam 
around a wintry, British industrial 
landscape, tossing back some beer 
and indulging in a bit of archery. 
Scary stuff, indeed. 

With the track “Sabbra Cadabra” 
Ozzy reached a peak as a vocalist, 
and the recording also benefited 
greatly from the contributions of 
keyboardist Rick Wakeman, whom 
Sabbath had recently befriended. 
Wakeman was “borrowed” from-the 
progressive rock band Yes, who 
were recording right next door to 
Sabbath. Yes were busy laying down 
tracks for a concept album that 
apparently required them to deco- 
rate the studio with bales of hay and 


__ live chickens. This, in turn, led toa 





number of insects burrowing and— 
surprise—ruining some of Wake- 
man’s modular synths. For Wake- 
man, working with Sabbath may 
ironically have seemed like a return 
to sanity. 

“Who Are You” was the first track 
that Ozzy wrote on his own, it’s 
wicked synth bass loop apparently 
originating in his kitchen (since the 
manor where the recordings took 
place was “haunted,” the actual 
writing apparently took place else- 
where). It can in many ways be 
regarded as an indication of the

tributed to the bulk of the band’s 
material—with few exceptions the 
tracks were built around one of 
lommi's riffs embellished by 
Geezer’s lyrics. 

Regardless of the circumstances, 
Sabbath Bloody Sabbath remains an 
original and personal milestone for a 
band that was unique for its time. 
Their musical qualities and ability 
may have been overshadowed by 
their excesses, but at their peak the 
personality and peculiar voice of 
their vocalist prevented them from 
becoming too pretentious. (Which 
they became after he left the band. 
At least, somewhat, sometimes.)
